There are souls so restless that, when 
their longed for holiday at length arrives, 
they fly oft, in utter disregard of all the tire- 
come trials ot traveling, to climb mountains 
in Switzerland, or to explore miles of picture 
galleries in Italy. Others, rashly giving 
themselves to the keeping of hospitable ac- 
quaintances, find themselves, jaded and worn 
out, involved in all the doing* of friends, 
fresh enough to crave exercise and excite- 
ment, which torture their exhausted guert. 
How can people who cover pot pea to paper 
save to write some hurried note realize the 
brain weariness of those to whom pens are 
bread winners! It is to them a thing incred- 
ible that long eventless days, utterly en- 
grossed in, lounging on turf and gazing on 
trees, can have charms for any ono. Shoot- 
ing, fishing, cricket are sweat .encrogh; bn» 
that utter unoccnpatlon can be sweeter they 
will never believe. Yet it is fomplet* quies- 
cence which makes the happiness of tired hu- 
manity. Not to read, not to write, not to 
think; merely to eat, sleep and lounge as 
much as possible, is tie ne plus ultra of ex- 
hausted systems. 


Bo one who has not bean utterly wearied 


can realize the delicious feeling ot repose 
when body and mind grow gradually rested, 
until slowly, slowly, a wish to do something 
once again springs up. The energetic beings 
who devote themselves to travel's toils miss 
this delight; thoy may, perhaps, return in- 
vigorated If they have not wora themselves 
to thread papers by violent climbiugs, for 
which a stroll down Piccadilly or St. James' 
ttreet has been their only training; but the 
repose won by those who understand the dolco 
far nlente is an unknown quantity. To trav- 
elers a keen remembrance of lakes and moun- 
tains makes the commonness of London 
streets intolerable, the atmosphere seems odi- 
ous and the whole thing horrible. The disci- 
ples of dolce far nieute, on the other hand, 
have garnered in such store of reposeful mem- 
ories that they have but to close their eyes to 
find themselves again dreaming where tho 
waves break close to their feet, where heather 
scents the air, or in sorre sheltered nook 
where stately trees shut out all sight of ev- 
erything, save a patchwork dome of blue sky 
softened by white fleecy clouds. Even to 
those whose business is but pleasure, this do- 
tog nothing; is most sweet—only for a tuuo 
of course, and probably a very short time, 
but for that brief period the Joy of having no 
dinner to be late for and nowhere to "go on" 
to is very great. 


In Corney Grain's magnificent sketch of 


the different periods of the London season he 
makes every one wind up somewhat despair- 
ingly with thoughts of the "bills to come in 
by and by;" but butterflies do not, as a rule, 
allow themselves to be'much disturbed by 
bugbears of this description. Butterfly busi- 
ness seems an absurd anomaly to the bees, 
but to the butterflies themselves it is most 
real; and an escape to regions whero there is 
no necessity to be agreeable, no one to be 
amused, or, more arduous task, to he amused 
by, is peace indeed. Such peace will proba- 
bly pall with great rapidity, but it is real 
enough while it lasts. The butterfly seekers 
after dolco far niente number many more fa- 
males among their tribe than do the bees, 
although it is hard, well nigh impossible, to 
persuade people that any London lady can 
exist without some dissipation. Probably 
she could not for any length of time, but for 
the nonce she revels m an eventless existence, 
which would be utterly intolerable to any 
country cousin. If the town rat visits the 
country rat her life will be probably wearied 
out and vexed by endless tennis parties, to 
which the country rat will drag he", deem- 
ing them the one thing that makes rural hfe 
endurable. No arguments will convince her 
that on the weary Londoner they exercise 
the contrary effect. She cannot be made to 
see the boredom caused by strange dullards, 
whose efforts to amuse a London beauty, dif- 
ficult to interest at any time, goad her, in 
desperate weariness, to call for the carriage 
and insist on being taken home. 


No one ever seems to take that most excel- 


lent maxim, "Variety is charming," to heart. 
Every one tries to give his or her friends 
what they are used to, when it is just for 
what they are net u'sed to that they are pin- 
ing. 
It always seems strangely difficult for 


any one to understand tastes diverse from his 
own; 
and the person who likes to be taken 


somewhere every day, to have people to din- 
ner every night, and to be perpetually enter 
taiued, cannot be expected to sympathize with 
the man whose ideal household is one where 
they let you do nothing, and where ' 'there ore 
never any ruins to see after luncheon." In 
one such elysium for exhausted humanity the 
hostess is wont to remark, when apologetic 
guests appear desperately late for a 9:80 
breakfast, "What does it matter? there is 
nothing to do." She fully comprehends the 
dolce far niente, and makes her house a heaven 
to all who, saying with Calverley, 


Under the trees, who but agrees, 
That there Is music in woods such as these? 


are fain to stretch themselves on yielding 
turf, and spend long days reveling in all the 
sweetness of blissful niente.—London World. 


A Peculiar Industry. 


The raisin; of kids for their skins is a prin- 


cipal industry among the French mountain- 
eers, and it supplies no small part of their 
subsistence. Softness, delicacy of texture 
and freedom from blemish are principal fac- 
tors iu the value of kid skins, and to secure 
these great pains are taken. Diet is the prin- 
cipal thing and mother's milk is what keeps 
the lad in perfect condition for the uses of the 
glover. As soon as the young animal begins 
to eat grass the value of its skin declines, for 
with a grass diet its skin immediately begins 
to grow coarser and harder In texture, and 
its chief merit vanishes. It is, therefore, kept 
closely penned, not only to prevent it from 
eating grass, but also to secure its skin frc-n 
accidental injury from scratches, bruises, 
etc., which are fatal to perfection. When 
the kids have reached a certain age, at which 
the skins are in the best condition Cor the 
use of the glover, they ore killed, and the 
skins are sold to traveling hawkers, through 
whom they reach the great centers of the 
tanning industry at Annonnay, Alilbau, Paris 
and Grenoble. 


The superior quality of these kid skins, due 


to climatic causes, it is that has given Franco 
the supremacy in the manufacture of the 
finest grades of real kid gloves—a supremacy 
that wQl doubtless be long maintained, inas- 
much as foreign manufacturers must in gen- 
eral rest content with second rate skins, un- 
less they maintain agents on the ground, a 
policy that some English and American 
houses have found [necessary.—Haberdasher. 


A Bate Old Book. 


Quite a rarity in the way of an old book is 


exhibited in a second hand book store on 
Pearl street. The volume is a well preserved 
copy of the "Works of Lucius A. Seneca, 
translated into English by Tho. Lodge, D. 
in Physics." It was published by William 
Stansby, in London, in 1614. Evidently it is 
a first edition. The typographical nork is 
excellent, m quaint old characters, but very 
clear. The paper is of remarkably fine tex- 
ture, and much thinner than is usually found 
in works of that date. The volume itself, 
which comprises about l,00(%folio pages, has 
been rebound by a modem binder.—Hartford 
Times.

Beside fishing nj> herring and hake th« poor 


people at tha head of Bantry bay fish upland, 
Sand raising, as it is called, ii as Important 
an industry as catching fish. This kind of 
sand, known sometimes as coral sand, it used 
for farm manure and costs from eight to nine 
•hillings a boat loud—a poor price consider- 
ing the toilsome character of tho work'and 
cost of the boats required to carry It on, A 
«and boat cost* £85 when new and £9 a year 
to repair. The utmost a boat owner or part 
ner can do in a day's work is to bring to 
shore two boatloads. Th« proceed* have to 
be divided among a number of workers, while 
ths working season lasts for a portion of the 
year only. 


In spite of all their lifelong labor from 


morning to night, in winter and summer, and 
in calm and hi ttonu, these crofter fishermen 
are in a state of chronio poverty. They do 
not live by their scrappy patches of holdings. 
They earn with difficulty from the tea barely 
enough to buy sleeping room and a foothold 
on the land. 


They even do «nor» than that; they partly 


create, with the help of the sea, the very 
soil for which they pay rent. The deposit 
which they call coral sand thej have used to 
reclaim these shores of rock and bog. They 
have used the sea weed for the same purpose, 
cutting it up from the deep water with a 
primitive machine, which may be described 
as a marine scythe, and the seaweed has to 
be paid for, if not as a separate item, then 
as included in the holding. Coral sand, sear 
weed, the refuse of house and pig sty, and 
basket loads of soil found among the bowt 
ders, these are the ingredients out of which, 
after years of work, the crofter fishermen 
have produced the tiny green patches which 
dot innumerably the rocky shores and the 
gray brown sides of the sterile but incom- 
parably picturesque mountains that surround 
GlengraifT the beautiful 


Amd the dwellings of these hard working 


people) They are more fit for the pigs that 
go granting and snouting hi and out of them 
than they are for beings created in the image 
of God, A dry stone box with earthen floor 
and without windows, two or three recesses 
stuffed with straw for bods and the whole 
filled with peat reek, such is the ordinary 
type of house where a fisherman and his wife 
live with half a dozen or more children. In 
one such house which I visited there were 
seven children.—London Daily News. 


A Ship's Historic Chronometer. 


On the desk of Edson C. Brace, chief clerk 


of the bureau of equipment and recruiting in 
the navy department, is a little rosewood 
case bound and inlaid with brass and bronze. 
It is in the form of a cabe, about eighteen 
inches high, and contains a chronometer such 
as are used on all naval vessels. This little 
instrument has quite a tragic history and is 
held of considerable value. It was tha ship's 
chronometer of the unfortunate Polaris, thut 
u as sent out on an Arctic expedition by the 
tiavy department iu 187L When the Polans 
was nipped in the ice Capt. Hall saved this 
instrument and some other things from the 
vessel. As long as Capt. Hall survived ho 
kept the chronometer with him. When lo 
perished it was bulled in the Arctic snova 
and abandoned. This was some time in 181X 
For four winters it lay buried in snow and 
ice. In 1876 Capt. Nares, of the British 
navy, now Sir George Nares, then in com- 
mand of the last royal expedition to tho 
Arctic regions, discovered this chronometer 
at Newman's bay. He dug it out of the 
snow and took it to England with him on his 
return. It bad then been buried in the snow 
for four years in a region where the ther- 
mometer sinks to 104 degrees "below freezing 
point. It was found to be in perfect order, 
and was wound and ran all right as soon as 
taken from its cold bed. On returning to 
England Capt. Nares turned the instrument 
over to the British admiralty office, from 
where lit was sent as a present to this gov- 
ernment. With all this experience it loses 
only a single second iu twenty-four hours,— 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Telegraph. 


A Smart Boy. 


Sometimes children are wise beyond their 


years. Up on one of the South Side avenues 
is a lady who is the mother of a bright 
youngster aged 4 years. This youngster of 
hers has annoyed her greatly by running 
away, during the day, to the house of a

Rather than be annoyed in hunting after him 
his mother called on the lady who owned the 
children m the next block, and came to an 
understanding with her. "When I am will 
ing that Georgie should call on your chil- 
dren," she said, "I will write a note to that 
effect and pin it on his arm. In the note 1 
will state what time I want him sent home, 
and you can act accordingly." Well, the 
otter lady agreed to this plan. A day or so 
later the youngster appeared at her house 
with a note pinned on his arm.

Hawaiian

SAN FBANCISCO, Nov. 23.—Hawaiian ad- 


vices received by the steamer Zoalanclea 
to-day state that Bobert Wilcoi, tbe leader 
of the insurrection at Honolulu last Jnly, 
has been acquitted. His first trial came to 
a sodden termination, as one of the jurors 
announced that he was prejudiced, and the 
jury was discharged. Wilooi's second trial 
occurred the last week in October, and the 
members of the jury were all native Ha 
waiiang. He wai promptly acquitted. 


The other persons engaged in the insur 


rection have also been tried. The Chair- 
mun, who was convicted, was fined $250, 
and light 'nnea were also imposed upon ten 
or twelve natives. 


Lumens, the Belgian, who wai the firel 


one of the conspirators convicted, baa had 
his death sentence commuted by King 
Kalnkaua to one year's imprisonment, utter 
which be will probably be banished.

tificates from County Clerks were admitted. 


President Woodruff 'Explains.

Change In Paper Money. 


Ten years ago, in October, 1879, the 


paper cnrrenoy of tbe country aggregated 
$682,815,620, divided almost equally be- 
tween National bank and Treasury notes. 
Tbe volume of tbe latter bas remained 
practically unchanged, but tbe National 
bank currency bas fallen from $335,184,. 
504 to f 199,779,011, a decline of $135,- 
355,493 in ten years. Tbe place of tbe 
National bank notes bas been filled by 
stiver and silver certificated, which h»v« 
also supplied tbe fresh demand created by 
the natural increase of trade. Tbe silver 
certificates now outstanding amount to 
$276,619,715, or $76,840,701 morethpn the 
National bank notes retired. This cbange 
has been going on rapidly in tbe past two 
years aa an effect of tbe accumulation of 
surplus revenue. Tbe forced purchases of 
bonds by the Treasury has made it unprofit- 
able to the banks to maintain tbeir circu- 
lation, which is issued against a deposit of 
bonds, and nearly thirty-eight millions 
wtre retired in tbe past year.
